CHAPTER  1 


SUMMARY 


In  January  of  1968  a research  group  financed  by  the  Addiction 
Research  Foundation  began  a five-month  survey  of  drug  use 
among  students  in  Metropolitan  Toronto  high  schools. 

Using  a combination  of  group  discussions  and  question- 
naires, the  team  studied  the  extent  or  drug  use,  how  the 
students  regarded  this  use,  and  the  differences  in  drug 
use  and  attitudes  among  the  various  age  and  social  groups. 

The  survey  involved  6,447  students  from  grades  7, 

9,  11,  and  13  representing  all  Metropolitan  Toronto  boroughs 

and  separate  schools.  The  basic  sampling  unit  was  the  high 
school  attendance  area,  including  all  the  elementary  and 
junior  high  schools  feeding  into  that  one  school.  Each 
unit  comprised  approximately  120  students  selected  at  random 
to  represent  classes  at  each  grade  level.  These  students 
completed  a questionnaire  concerning  drug  use. 

All  school  boards  gave  their  full  support  to  the 
Foundation  study  group,  but  it  must  be  stressed  that  there 
was  no  direct  involvement  in  the  implementation  of  the 
survey  by  either  teachers  or  board  representatives.  The 
Foundation,  therefore,  accepts  full  responsibility  for  the 
survey. 

Intensive  discussions  were  held  with  groups  of 
students  from  each  sampling  unit.  These  discussions  gave 
the  research  team  insight  into  the  ways  teenagers  view  a 
wide  variety  of  problems  associated  with  the  use  of  drugs, 
tobacco  and  alcohol  and  provided  the  basis  for  designing 
the  40-minute  questionnaire  which  was  administered  to  the 
6,447  students  during  May  of  1968.  Whenever  possible, 
the  discussions  were  held  in  local  community  centres 
outside  the  schools.  Groups  met  with  university  students 
specially-selected  and  trained  as  group  discussion  leaders. 
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The  assumption  for  this  tactic  was  that  young  adults  -would 
more  easily  achieve  rapport  with  the  students. 

It  was  made  clear  to  the  participants  that  the 
study  was  completely  confidential,  that  no  persons  or 
schools  would  be  identified  and  that  the  researchers  had 
no  connections  with  police  or  school  authorities.  As  well, 
parental  approval  was  obtained  for  all  participants. 

Generally,  three  approaches  were  used  to  arrive  at 
the  reported  results:  self  report,  estimations  by  class 
representatives,  and  averaged  estimations  of  each  class 
member . 


FINDINGS 


The  data  reported  here  are  presented  largely  as 
preliminary  findings  and  will  still  require  further  analy- 
sis by  Foundation  research  workers.  Largely  they  are  based 
on  replies  of  students  themselves  to  questions.  Little 
effort  has  yet  been  made  to  validate  this  reported  drug 
use.  However,  even  some  of  the  preliminary  findings  offer 
valuable  guidelines  for  a scientifically-oriented  approach 
to  the  problem  of  drug  use.  # 

Of  the  6,447  students  surveyed,  46.3%  reported 
using  alcohol  at  least  once  in  the  preceding  six-month 
period,  and  37.6%  used  at  least  one  cigarette  per  week. 

This  once  again  indicates  that  tobacco  and  alcohol  are 
still  the  most  used  drugs  at  every  grade  level  and  for 
both  sexes. 

Of  all  the  students  in  the  survey,  9.5%  used 
tranquilizers  at  least  once  during  the  six  months 
immediately  preceding  the  survey  period,  7.3%  used 
stimulants,  6.7%  used  marijuana,  5.7%  used  glue  or 
other  solvents,  3,3%  used  barbiturates,  2.6%  used  LSD, 

2%  used  other  hallucinogens,  and  1.9%  used  opiates 
(codeine,  morphine) . It  should  be  noted,  however,  that 
this  is  a listing  of  incidence  of  use  and  does  not  include 
a breakdown  of  how  many  of  these  drugs  (such  as  tranquil- 
izers) were  used  illegaly  as  opposed  to  prescription  or 
hospital  administration.  It  should  be  noted  that  the 
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percentages  are  not  independent  and  cannot  be  added  together: 
for  instance  many  'who  used  LSD  undoubtedly  also  used  marijuana. 
The  associations  among  various  types  of  drugs  have  yet  to  be 
analyzed. 


Looking  at  use  of  drugs  grade  by  grade,  there  is 
a sharp  increase  in  use  from  grade  seven  to  nine,  followed 
by  a steady  decline  through  grades  11  and  13.  The  only 
real  deviations  from  this  pattern  are  the  high  use  of  glue 
or  solvents  in  Grade  7 (7.2%)  as  opposed  to  Grade  13  (0.7%); 
the  steady  increase  of  alcohol  use  from  Grade  seven  (24.6%)  2z,  - 
to  Grade  13  (70.9%);  and  tranquilizers,  which  rise  from 
4.8%  in  Grade  seven  to  14.6%  in  Grade  13. 

In  all  of  these  categories,  except  for  the  tranquil- 
izers, boys  vjere  heavier  users  of  drugs  than  "were  girls. 

Though  these  figures  refer  only  to  numbers  of  students 
■who  have  used  these  specific  drugs  once  during  the  six-month 
period,  the  research  team  did  find  that  such  incidence  can 
be  used  as  a measure  of  drug  frequency.  For  example,  the 
highest  overall  incidence  of  alcohol  use  is  in  Grade  13 
(70.9%  have  at  least  one  drink  per  month).  This  grade 
also-has  •the  highest  frequency  rating  (12.3%  of  the  students 
have  at  least  four  drinks  per  month) . This  compares  to 
59.7%  of  Grade  11  students  who  have  at  least  one  drink  per 
month,  and  only  9%  who  have  four  or  more  drinks. 

Calculating  the  use  of  glue,  2%  of  Grade  9 students 
are  reported  to  have  sniffed  glue  at  least  seven  times 
during  a six-month  period,  compared  to  only  0.2%  of  Grade 
13  students  who  have  used  it  seven  times.  Again  this 
relates  directly  to  the  incidence  figures  reported  for 
one-time  users  in  these  specific  grades. 

This  relationship  between  incidence  and  frequency 
of  use  holds  for  all  drugs  except  marijuana  which  shows 
that  though  Grade  9 students  have  the  highest  incidence 
of  having  tried  the  drug  at  least  once,  repeated  use  drops 
off  more  rapidly  in  Grade  9 than  other  grades.  In  Grade 
9,  3%  report  having  used  marijuana  once  or  twice  during 
a six-month  period.  Only  1.9%  report  using  it  more  than 
seven  times. 

The  fact  that  there  are  few  seven  time  users  and 
many  one  or  two  time  users  supports  the  probability  that 
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the  use  of  most  drugs  is  partly  or  largely  experimental.

In  differentiating  dpug  use  by  sex,  it  is  shov;n 
that  — except  for  tranquilizers  — a larger  percentage 
of  male  students  than  female  students  use  drugs.  For 
some  drugs  like  marijuana  and  LSD  there  are  more  than 
twice  as  many  male  users  as  female  users  (marijuana  rates 
8.6%  for  boys,  4%  for  girls;  LSD  is  3.4%  for  boys  and 
1.2%  for  girls).  As  for  tranquilizers,  10.4%  of  girls  in  the 
study  have  used  them,  compared  to  8.1%  of  boys. 


FACTORS  RELATED  TO  DRUG  USE 


Schools,  churches,  families  or  peer  groups  v\;ere 
shov/n  to  have  varying  degrees  of  influence  on  the  students  ' 
decisions  to  use  drugs. 
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In  the  schools  for  instance,  there  v\;as  a signifi- 
cantly high  number  of  non-users  who  achieved  A grades, 
while  a disproporionate  number  of  users  reported  failing 
marks  of  D or  E.  Of  all  students  reporting  grades  of 
75%  or  better,  only  6.7%  were  users  of  drugs  (Marijuana 
and  LSD)  while  78.8%  of  those  getting  A grades  were  non- 
users. There  were  others  who  said  they  might  use  drugs 
if  they  were  offered  to  them. 

Similarly,  students  who  use  drugs  are  significantly 
\ absent  in  non-academic  activities,  and  students  who  would 
not  use  drugs  are  prominent  in  these  activities.  Of  all 
the  students  who  reported  taking  part  in  three  or  more 
non-academic  activities  only  8.1%  have  used  drugs,  while 
74.9%  classified  themselves  as  non-users.  The  other 
17%  said  they  might  use  drugs  under  certain  conditions. 

It  was  also  found  that  religious  affiliations 
exerted  influences  on  students ' willingness  to  take 
drugs . 


Of  all  the  Catholics  in  the  survey  7%  were 
students  who  have  used  drugs  and  75.4%  said  they  wouldn't 
use  drugs. 

Of  the  Protestants,  8.9%  were  classified  as  having 
used  drugs  and  73.8%  said  they  wouldn't  use. 

Of  the  Jewish  students  14.6%  have  used  drugs, 

63.9%  said  they  wouldn't. 

Of  those  who  had  no  religion  or  didn't  know  what 
it  was,  18.9%  were  reported  to  have  used  drugs  and  57.6% 
said  they  wouldn't. 

The  attitudes  of  parents  toward  tobacco,  alcohol 
and  tranquilizers  was  found  to  relate  directly  to  the  way 
students  approached  drugs.  For  instance,  more  users 
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than  expected  indicated  that  the  parent  or  parents  used 
both  tobacco  and  alcohol.  Those  students  who  said  they 
would  not  use  drugs  generally  had  parents  who  used 
neither  alcohol  or  tobacco. 

\ In  effect,  the  students  seemed  to  be  modelling 

their  behavior  after  that  of  their  parents.  The  decision 
f or  the  student  to  try  marijuana  or  LSD  seems  to  indicate 
tendency  to  generalize  as  socially-acceptable  the  use  of 
'^ll  drugs. 

In  contrast  to  the  restrictive  atmosphere  at  school, 
the  peer  group  environment  offers  an  inviting  degree  of 
freedom.  Statistics  shov\;’  that  23.7%  of  all  students  cited 
friends  as  their  most  reliable  information  source  about 
drugs.  Of  those  who  smoke  19.7%  obtain  their  cigarettes 
from  friends,  while  53.9%  of  the  drinkers  supply  themselves 
with  alcohol  in  this  way.  The  more  unobtainable  the  drug, 
the  more  important  is  the  peer  group  as  a source. 

Among  the  most  concrete  and  striking  evidence  of 
this  peer  pressure  is  found  in  student  comments  such  as 
this  one:  "You  see  young  guys  walking  about,  sniffing 
glue,  taking  marijuana.  They're  just  trying  to  be  big 
shots.  It  makes  you  think  you  would  like  to  try  it." 

Despite  the  difference  of  opinion  about  drug  use, 
however,  most  students  felt  strongly  that  schools  failed 
to  properly  approach  contemporary,  contentious  subjects 
such  as  drugs.  Of  all  the  students  in  survey  group 
only  8.5%  felt  that  schools  contributed  significantly 
to  their  knowledge  of  drugs. 

"The  school  doesn't  tell  us  enough  to  be  able 
to  make  any  kind  of  decision  about  drugs  or  alcohol. 

A course  couldn't  be  factual  or  straight  because  the 
teacher  is  so  opinionated.  Teachers  are  afraid  of  us 
going  and  saying  bad  things  to  our  parents." 

More  than  84%  of  students  surveyed  felt  that  drug 
education  should  begin  on  or  before  Grade  9 level. 
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f Summarizing  this  disappointment  with  the  schools, 
home  and  the  public  media,  one  student  says:  "I  don't 
think  adults  realize  that  we  know  more  than  they  think. 

If  you  come  out  with  something  about  drugs  or  alcohol 
or  anything  at  home  they  look  at  you.  That's  half  the 
trouble;  they  push  it  away  and  say  it's  dirty  so  the  kids 
turn  around  and  find  out  from  their  friends  or  try  it 
themselves . " 
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CHAPTER  II 


OBJECTIVES 


1.  To  obtain  the  incidence  of  the  use  of  certain 
drugs  among  junior  high  and  high  school 
students. 


2.  To  obtain  information  and  attitudes  possessed 
by  students  related  to  drugs. 

3.  To  relate  the  information,  attitudes  and  demo- 
graphic characteristics  of  students  to  their 
drug  use. 
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CHAPTER  III 


METHOD 


A.  BASIC  DESIGN 

The  design  of  the  study  was  predicated  on  an  attempt  to 
estimate  the  incidence  of  use  of  various  substances  including 
hallucinogenic  drugs,  tobacco  and  alcohol  among  elementary  and 
high  school  students  in  Metropolitan  Toronto. 

A sampling  of  all  students  in  Grades  7,  9,  11  and  13  was 
thought  to  provide  a broad  spectrum  of  this  population.  It  was 
assumed  that  students  below  Grade  7 would  have  very  little 
experience  with  these  substances. 

Two  methods  of  data  collection  were  used.  Extensive 
group  discussions  were  held  with  one  or  more  students  from  each 
class  selected.  From  a review  of  the  tape  recordings  of  these 
discussions  it  was  possible  to  gain  insight  into  the  ways  teenagers 
viewed  a wide  variety  of  problems  associated  with  the  use  of 
drugs,  tobacco  and  alcohol.  It  was  also  possible  to  calculate 
incidence  of  use  by  asking  each  group  member  to  report  his  estimate 
of  the  number  using  these  substances  in  his  or  her  class.  One 
hundred  and  forty- seven  groups  were  interviewed  between  January 
and  May  1968. 

On  the  basis  of  information  gathered  during  the  group  inter- 
views, a 40-minute  questionnaire  was  designed  which  was  administer- 
ed to  6,  447  students  in  the  selected  classes  during  May  of  1968. 

The  following  report  is  based  on  data  from  these  two 
sources;  extended  group  discussions  and  the  questionnaires. 
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B.  SAMPLE 


The  study  was  planned  to  include  all  school  jurisdictions 
in  Metropolitan  Toronto.  A high  school  attendance  area  was  used 
as  the  basic  sampling  unit.  It  consisted  of  all  junior  high  schools 
and  elementary  schools  which  fed  into  that  high  school.  Below  is 
a list  of  the  Borough  School  Boards  in  Metropolitan  Toronto,  their 
high  schools,  the  number  requested  and  the  number  chosen.

Each  School  Board  was  approached  and  asked  to  cooperate 
in  the  research  by  allowing  approximately  one  out  of  every  five  of 
their  districts  to  take  part  in  the  study.  All  Boards  cooperated  by 
allowing  districts  to  be  chosen  at  random.  However,  in  one 
jurisdiction  the  superintendent  requested  that  a particular  school 
be  chosen.  All  others  were  randomly  selected.  In  the  case  of  the 
Toronto  Board  the  types  of  special  schools  were  so  numerous  that 
it  was  necessary  to  make  a random  selection  from  a list  of  all 
Grade  7,  9,  11  and  13.  classes. 

Two  chosen  schools  were  not  studied;  one  because  only 
seven  permission  forms  were  returned  to  the  school  by  parents; 
the  other  school  withdrew  from  the  project  at  the  request  of  the 
faculty  who  feared  an  overexposure  to  the  topic  of  drugs  on  the  part 
of  the  student  body.  The  date  in  May  was  so  late  in  the  school  year 
when  these  obstacles  were  discovered  that  alternate  schools  could 
not  be  found. 
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From  all  Grade  7,  9,  11  and  13  classes  in  the  high  school 
district,  a random  selection  of  classes  was  made  until  approximately 
120  students  were  selected  at  each  grade  level.  The  only  classes 
eliminated  were  special  education  classes  where  the  l.Q.  of  the 
children  was  75  or  lower. 


C.  LETTERS  OF  PERMISSION 


Letters  requesting  permission  for  students  to  participate  were 
sent  to  the  parents  of  each  student  in  the  classes  selected,  explaining 
the  general  purpose  of  the  study.  These  letters  were  translated  into 
Greek,  Polish,  Ukranian,  Portugese  and  Italian  for  the  benefit  of  non- 
English  speaking  parents. 

Each  school  board  controlled  the  context  of  the  letter  used  in 
its  area.  One  type  of  letter  was  a notification  of  the  project,  request- 
ing that  any  parent  seeking  further  information  or  objecting  to  their 
child's  inclusion,  contact  the  school  principal.  Another  type  of  letter 
included  a form  to  be  signed  by  the  parent  and  returned  to  the  school, 
stating  whether  or  not  the  child  was  allowed  to  participate. 

Where  the  notification  t3rpe  of  letter  was  used,  930  out  of  a 
possible  5,  293  students  (17. 5%)  did  not  participate.  When  the  signed 
form  was  required,  2,  247  of  a possible  4,  332  students  (51. 9%)  did 
not  participate.  A large  part  of  the  non-participation  can  be  attributed 
to  delays  by  the  schools  in  getting  these  letters  to  the  parents  and  to 
the  parents'  misunderstanding  of  the  purpose  of  the  letter.  As  stated 
earlier,  one  school  was  eliminated  from  the  study  due  to  an  extremely 
small  number  of  parental  consent  forms  being  returned. 

The  fact  that  over  half  the  students, in  schools  where  a signed 
parental  consent  was  required, did  not  participate  makes  assumptions 
of  representativeness  of  this  sample  untenable.  As  will  be  shown  in 
the  next  chapter  there  was  not  a significant  difference  in  the  estimate 
of  incidence  of  drug  use  between  the  school  districts  with  a high 
percentage  of  response  and  those  with  a low  percentage. 
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D. 


SELECTION  OF  STUDENTS 


1.  For  Group  Discussion 

Six  boys  and  six  girls  from  each  grade  of  a school  district 
took  part  in  a group  discussion.  One  half  of  these  students  were 
selected  at  random  by  a member  of  the  research  staff  and  one- half 
were  elected  as  representatives  by  polls  conducted  in  the  classrooms. 
At  the  time  of  their  selection,  two  alternates  were  also  chosen 
to  insure  a full  group  in  the  discussion.  In  many  cases,  the 
alternates  participated,  increasing  some  groups  to  a total  of  eight 
students. 

A member  of  the  research  team  met  with  the  students  of 
all  classes  involved  in  the  study  and  explained  that  the  survey  was 
being  financed  by  the  Department  of  Flealth  of  the  Ontario  Government 
and  the  Addiction  Research  Foundation,  to  investigate  the  knowledge 
and  attitudes  of  students  throughout  Metropolitan  Toronto  concerning 
the  use  of  drugs  and  alcohol.  They  were  told  that  it  was  important 
that  the  study  include  students  with  no  personal  drug  experience  as 
well  as  students  who  had  used  drugs. 

It  was  stressed  that  the  study  was  completely  confidential; 
that  no  persons  or  schools  would  be  identified;  and  that  the 
researchers  had  no  connection  with  the  police  or  school  authorities. 
They  were  informed  that  the  interviews  would  be  recorded  electron- 
ically so  that  the  interviewers  would  not  have  to  take  notes,  and 
that  the  tape  recorder  would  be  turned  off  at  anytime  a student 
might  request  it.  Assurance  was  given  that  use  of  the  taped  dis- 
cussions would  be  restricted  to  the  research  team. 

It  was  made  clear  that  students  with  personal  objections 
or  whose  parents  objected  would  not  have  to  participate.  The  research 
assistant  then  answered  students'  questions  relating  to  the  study. 

In  the  classes  where  elections  were  held,  the  research 
assistant  passed  out  ballots  to  each  student,  asking  each  of  them  to 
vote  for  one  boy  and  one  girl  classmate  whom  they  felt  would  best 
participate  in  the  group  discussions. 

The  lists  of  students,  both  randomly  selected  and  elected, 
were  then  checked  with  the  school  principal  for  parental  approval, 
after  which  both  groups  were  called  together  and  asked  if  there  were 
further  questions  and  whether  they  wished  to  participate. 
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Of  the  584  boys  and  592  girls  selected  either  randomly  or 
by  class  vote,  86.  9%  of  the  boys  participated  in  both  two  hour 
group  discussions.  The  participation  rate  among  the  girls  was 
90.2%.  The  most  common  reason  for  non-participation  was  that 
the  student  had  prior  commitments  at  the  time  the  group  discussions 
were  scheduled.  Other  reasons  were  illness  on  the  day  of  the  inter- 
view and  a desire  on  the  part  of  the  student  not  to  participate. 

The  differences  between  groups  which  were  randomly  selected 
and  those  selected  by  popular  vote  was  reported  impressionistically 
by  group  leaders.  There  was  unanimous  agreement  that  the  elected 
groups  were  more  active,  more  sophisticated  and  more  controversial. 
It  appears  that  the  students  elected  the  more  intelligent  and  vocal 
members  of  their  class.  However,  the  opinions  and  general 
orientation  of  the  two  types  of  groups  were  similar  in  their  heter- 
rogeneity. 

2.  For  Questionnaires 

All  students  in  each  class  selected  for  the  study  who  had 
received  parental  permission  and  who  had  not  indicated  a personal 
unwillingness  to  participate,  were  asked  to  complete  the  question- 
naire. A total  of  6,  447  questionnaire  answer  forms  were  completed. 
As  has  been  mentioned,  there  was  a dramatic  difference  in  the  pro- 
portion completed  between  those  school  systems  requiring  a signed 
consent  from  the  parent  and  those  asking  the  parent  to  contact  the 
school  if  they  did  not  wish  their  child  to  participate.  In  the  majority 
of  cases  where  signed  consents  were  required  the  children  who  did 
not  participate  did  not  return  a signed  form.  Whether  this  indicated 
reluctance  or  forgetfulness  of  the  parent  could  not  be  established. 

It  seems  reasonable  to  assume  that  if  the  written  consent  had  not 
been  required,  83%  of  all  questionnaires  would  have  been  completed. 

The  following  factors  explain  the  lack  of  responses  of  the 
remaining  17%: 

-Students  who  were  absent  on  the  day  of  testing  were  not 
included  later.  The  average  absentee  rate  for  this  age  group  on  any 
school  day  is  between  8%  and  12%. 
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-Some  students  were  excused  to  take  part  in  extra  curricular 
activities  at  the  time  the  questionnaire  was  administered. 

-Students  were  given  the  option  of  not  taking  the  questionnaire 
if  they  did  not  want  to. 

-Some  completed  questionnaires  were  mutilated  by  the  respond- 
ents and  others  were  destroyed  during  the  mechanical  process  of 
converting  the  mark- sense  answer  sheet  to  punched  IBM  cards. 

-Propaganda  handbills  distributed  at  a school  by  an  unknown 
group  and  the  resultant  newspaper  publicity  created  a climate 
of  misunderstanding  of  the  purpose  of  the  survey  among  students 
and  their  parents,  and  was  reflected  in  a greater  degree  of  non- 
participation in  the  later  stages  of  the  survey. 


E.  PROCEDURES 


Group  Discussion 

Groups  were  composed  of  students  of  the  same  sex,  grade 
and  school  district.  All  members  of  a group  were  selected  in  the 
same  manner,  ie. , by  random  process  or  by  class  vote.  Therefore, 
a minimum  of  48  students  were  involved  from  each  high  school 
district. 

Sixteen  university  students  were  selected  and  trained  as  group 
discussion  leaders  on  the  assumption  that  young  adults  would  be 
able  to  achieve  rapport  with  the  students  most  easily.  Prior  to 
their  first  assignment,  the  interviewers  attended  an  information 
meeting  at  which  an  expert  from  the  Addiction  Research  Foundation 
presented  a general  background  in  drugs.  Periodic  meetings  were 
held  with  the  interviewers  to  discuss  any  difficulties  which  had 
arisen. 

The  group  discussions  were  semi- structured  to  encourage 
freedom  of  expression  and  to  facilitate  the  collection  of  answers  to 
specific  questions.  Whenever  possible,  the  discussions  were  held 
in  local  community  centres  outside  of  the  school,  to  allow  sponta- 
neous expression.  Soft  drinks  were  provided  to  the  students,  but 
no  one  was  paid  to  participate.  Groups  met  with  an  interviewer  of 
the  same  sex  for  two  sessions  of  approximately  two  hours  each.  A total 
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of  249  group  sessions  were  conducted  of  which  45  entailed  only 
one  two  hour  period. 

The  interviewer  asked  the  group  for  permission  to  use 
the  tape  recorder,  requesting  that  no  names  be  mentioned  and  group 
confidences  be  observed  and  guaranteeing  that  the  research  team 
would  do  likewise.  The  interviewer  made  it  clear  that  he  or  she 
did  not  wish  to  participate  to  any  great  extent  in  the  discussion,  but 
would  prefer  that  the  students  converse  naturally  among  themselves 
about  the  problems  related  to  drugs  and  alcohol.  A non-judgmental 
approach  was  adopted  by  the  interviewers  who  assured  the  students 
that  they  could  say  whatever  they  wished.  Probes  into  the  students' 
family  lives  were  not  permitted  and  domination  of  the  group 
sessions  by  one  or  more  members  was  discouraged.  The  detailed 
instructions  to  the  group  leader  can  be  found  in  Appendix  C.  1. 

Each  interviewer  asked  the  group  10  questions  during  the 
four  hours  of  group  discussion.,  At  the  end  of  the  second  meeting 
of  each  group  the  interviewer  asked  each  member  of  the  group  if 
he  or  she  knew  anyone  in  his  class  who  had  taken  any  substance  to 
"have  kicks  or  get  high".  If  the  student  was  willing  to  discuss  this 
he  was  asked  not  to  mention  any  names  but  to  describe  the  person's 
age,  sex,  type  of  substance  and  circumstances  under  which  it  was 
used.  This  information  was  recorded  on  a form  (See  Appendix  C.l ) 
The  student  gave  as  many  cases  as  he  or  she  knew  from  his  class 
then  the  next  student  in  the  group  was  asked  the  same  question. 
Generally  the  students  were  cooperative  although  as  the  data 
suggests  in  the  following  chapters  most  of  the  students  knew  no  one 
in  their  class  who  was  using  these  substances. 


Questionnaire 

The  questionnaire  which  appears  in  Appendix  C.  3 was 
designed  to  cover  the  following  areas: 

1.  Demographic  characteristics. 

2.  Incidence  usage  by  grade,  sex  and  type  of  substance. 

3.  Student  attitudes. 
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4.  Sources  of  information  and  misinformation. 

5.  An  estimate  by  each  student  of  the  amount  of 

usage  of  different  substances  by  his  or  her  classmates. 

6.  Reasons  why  students  use  drugs,  alcohol  and  tobacco. 

Ideas  for  relevant  questions  were  collected  from  the  interviewers,  the 
taped  group  discussions  and  prior  questionnaires  provided  by  the 
Addiction  Research  Foundation.  After  a pilot  run  was  carried  out 
in  one  school  district  and  the  questionnaire  revised  to  its  final  form, 
a member  of  the  research  staff  discussed  the  questionnaire  with  a 
representative  of  each  school  area  and  obtained  permission  to 
complete  this  part  of  the  study. 

The  questionnaires  were  administered  in  the  classrooms  by 
the  interviewers  used  in  the  first  phase  of  the  study,  supplemented 
by  additional  research  staff.  No  one  other  than  the  students  and  the 
research  assistant  were  present  during  the  administration  of  the 
questionnaires,  and  the  students  were  requested  not  to  sign  their 
names  to  preserve  anonymity.  Each  student  marked  his  answer 
choices  on  his  own  answer  sheet  and  these  were  later  transferred  to 
punch  cards  for  analysis. 


Analysis 


Group  Discussion 

The  group  discussions  produced  general  information  to 
help  in  structuring  the  questionnaire  and  an  estimate  of  incidence. 
However,  it  was  felt  that  some  form  of  theme  analysis  could  be 
performed  on  the  tape  transciptions  to  codify  the  rich  data  obtained 
from  the  discussions.  This  proved  to  be  an  arduous  and  unrewarding 
task.  Attending  a group  discussion  with  young  people  about 
contemporary  problems  they  face  was  a stimulating  experience. 
Listening  to  the  tape  recordings  was  interesting  but  long  periods 
transpired  when  nothing  relevant  to  the  study  was  mentioned  or  when 
redundant  material  was  discussed.  Attempts  to  quantify  the 
content  of  these  unstructured  group  discussions  was  frustrating. 
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After  much  experimentation,  two  approaches  were 
attempted.* 

Conflict  Analysis.  The  point  of  departure  for  this  type  of 
analysis  is  conflicts  described  by  the  students  during  the  discussions. 
A conflict  is  defined  as  the  speaker’s  perception  of  a barrier  to  his 
personal  gratification.  The  rationale  for  such  an  analysis  springs 
from  the  fact  that  most  students  used  these  discussions  to  vent 
typical  adolescent  anxieties  with  the  restrictions  of  their  environ- 
ment or  their  internal  conflicts.  The  barrier  may  be  expressed 
indirectly  connotatively,  but  the  catalyst  is  expressed  directly 
(denotatively);  the  catalyst  is  the  topic  of  conversation.  Generally, 
the  catalyst  was  clearly  expressed  at  the  beginning  of  a unit.  For 
example,  one  student  in  talking  about  the  hazards  of  drugs  - that 
was  the  catalyst  - said,  ”We're  uninformed  from  the  radio,  the  T.V.  , 
the  newspapers  - they're  all  confused.  I'd  sooner  believe  what  my 
friends  say.  The  stories  are  just  sensationalism”.  This  would  be 
coded  as  drugs  for  the  catalyst  and  media  for  the  barrier.  A unit 
ended  when  either  the  catalyst  or  barrier  changed. 

Reliability  of  unitizing  the  tapes  was  found  to  be  between 
91%  and  97%  agreement  between  two  judges  for  the  four  groups 
studied.  Interater  agreement  for  categorizing  each  unit  in  terms 
of  catalyst  and  barrier  was  between  51%  and  69^/. . The  coding 
sheet  used  in  the  rating  of  the  tapes  is  shown  in  Appendix  C.  1. 

After  coding  38  group  discussions  it  was  impossible  to  increase 
the  reliability  of  the  rating  so  a simplified  approach  was  devised. 

Theme  Analysis.  A number  of  quotes  were  taken  from  the 
tape  recorded  discussions  which  refered  to  drugs,  smoking  or 
alcohol.  These  statements  were  organized  into  seven  referents: 

Self 

Peers 

Parents 

School 

Law 

Media 

Hippies  and  Yorkville 

The  themes  were  defined  by  actual  quotes  from  the  tape  which  have 
been  listed  in  Appendix  C.2.  A theme  unit  begins  with  one 
speaker  and  ends  when  he  either  stops  talking  or  changes  the  subject. 
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Only  units  dealing  with  drugs,  tobacco  or  alcohol  were  coded  and 
the  unit  coding  reliability  was  96%  agreement  between  two  raters. 
Interater  reliability  on  classification  into  one  of  the  seven  categories 
was  90.  5%  agreement. 

Questionnaire 

The  questionnaires  were  analyzed  by  first  examining  the 
distribution  of  answers  to  each  question  by  school  district.  The 
numbers  for  school  districts  which  appear  in  the  tables  have  been 
assigned  arbitrarily  to  preserve  the  anonymity  of  these  districts. 

In  the  next  phase  of  the  analysis,  the  replies  to  the  following  questions 
were  cross -tabulated  with  every  item  on  the  questionnaire. 

"Check  the  category  that  applied  to  yourself: 

1.  1 have  used  drugs. 

2.  1 have  not  used  drugs. but  1 might  like  to 
try  them. 

3.  I have  not  used  drugs  and  1 am  not  going 
to  use  them.  " 

This  permitted  an  examination  of  the  relationship  between  attitudes 
and  demographic  information  on  the  one  hand  and  predisposition  to 
use  of  drugs  on  the  other. 

Finally,  three  methods  of  assessing  incidence  of  use  of 
various  substance  were  compared: 

1 . Members  of  the  group  discussion  were  asked 
to  describe  the  pattern  of  drug  use  of  students 
in  their  class. 

2.  Respondents  to  the  questionnaire  indicated  their 
own  experience  with  drugs. 

3.  Respondents  to  the  questionnaire  were  asked  to 
estimate  how  many  boys  and  girls  in  their  class 
had  taken  drugs. 
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At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  a further  analysis  is 
underway  to  identify  factors  which  relate  to  use  of  the  following 
specific  drugs;  marihuana,  L.S.D. , stimulants  and  tranquilizers. 

Characteristics  which  distinguish  these  subpopulations  of 
drug  users  will  be  described  in  an  addendum  to  follow. 
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CHAPTER  IV 


ANALYSIS  OF  GROUP  DISCUSSIONS 


A total  of  147  group  discussions  were  conducted.  They  were 
equally  distributed  between  all  male  and  all  female  groups  from 
separate  grades  (grades  7,  9,  11  and  13).  The  group  discussions 
generally  took  place  in  a community  centre  adjacent  to  the  school 
and  entailed  two  two-hour  sessions,  one  week  apart.  The  method 
of  conducting  these  discussions  has  been  described  in  the  preceding 
chapter. 

In  summary,  they  were  unstructured  six -to -eight -person 
sessions  where  students  were  given  minimum  guidance  through  a 
series  of  ten  general  topic  questions  by  a university  trained  group 
leader  of  the  same  sex.  In  the  previous  chapter  will  also  be  found 
a description  of  the  two  techniques  used  to  analyze  the  data. 


A.  CONFLICT  ANALYSIS 


Because  conflicts  within  the  person  or  with  his  environment 
were  the  most  salient  features  of  these  discussions,  this  type  of 
analysis  was  devised.  A conflict  unit  wa^.  dMined  as  occurring  when 
a person  perceive,s,some  barrier  to  personal  gratification.  The 
catalyst  was  the  denotative  vehicle  which  the  student  used  to  discuss 
the  conflict.  Tables  4. 1 to  4.  4 present  a cross  tabulation  of  the 
catalyst  - what  the  speaker  talked  about,  with  the  barrier  - the  implied 
block  to  personal  gratification  - by  grade  for  38  groups  coded. 

Analysis  of  a greater  number  of  groups  was  not  pursued  since  the 
rate  of  reliability  was  not  high  and  the  general  impression  of  what  was 
discussed  during  the  sessions  could  be  obtained  from  this  sampling  of 
the  tapes. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  most  common  topic  of  conversation 
(catalyst)  was  drugs.  This  in  part  reflects  the  fact  that  the  group 
leader's  questions  dealt  with  this  topic  more  than  any  other.  The 
grade  13  students ’ d iscussion  was  characterized  by  a broader  range 
of  topics.  The  fact  that  smoking  was  most  popular  with  grade  7 
students,  while  alcohol  was  discussed  more  in  grade  11  groups.

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probably  reflects  developmental  trends.  The  dilemma  of  whether 
to  smoke  or  not  comes  earlier. 

More  interesting  are  the  implied  barriers  to  gratification, 
f Self  or  internal  conflicts  were  most  prominent  in  all  groups.  In 
Ian  epoch  when  students  are  revolting  against  adult  authority,  it  is 
^ interesting  to  find  that  most  conflict  reflected  in  their  discussions 
\ comes  from  the  young  person  wrestling  with  himself.  There  appears 
\to  be  a general  developmental  trend  which  shifts  the  external  barriers 
^from  home  to  more  remote  aspects  of  the  environment  such  as  peers, 
■^school  and  society  in  general.  This  trend  will  be  more  carefully 
examined  in  the  theme  analysis.  Finally,  it  should  be  noted  that 
when  students  talk  about  drugs,  their  greatest  area  of  conflict  is  a 
personal  or  internal  one.  Here  again  the  external  barriers  shift  as  the 
child  grows  older  from  home  to  more  remote  aspects  of  the  environment 
typified  by  peers  and  school. 

I.  THEME  ANALYSIS 

It  was  necessary  to  simplify  the  analysis  because  the  interrater 
reliability  on  the  conflict  analysis  was  not  satisfactory.  A simplified 
theme  analysis  which  described  the  incidence  of  themes  dealing  with 
drugs,  tobacco  and  alcohol  was  devised.  A sampling  of  quotes  about 
these  subjects  were  collected  and  classified  into  the  seven  frames  of 
reference  in  Table  4.5.  (The  quotes  appear  in  Appendix  C.2).  These 
frames  of  reference  could  be  referred  to  in  a positive  or  negative  fashion. 
The  analysis  was  designed  to  elucidate  the  context  or  the  associations 
within  which  the  students  talked  about  these  subjects.  With  this  simpli- 
fied analysis  the  agreement  between  raters  rose  to  an  acceptable  level. 

Many  features  of  the  conflict  analysis  are  demonstrated  in 
Table  4.5.  For  example,  there  was  a high  incidence  of  self  reference 
when  discussing  these  topics.  Note  that  the  legality  of  behavior  asso- 
ciated with  these  substances  is  a popular  topic,  particularly  with  older 
students. 

Two  dramatic  trends  appearing  in  Table  4.5  have  been  illustrated 
in  Figures  4. 1 and  4.  2.  As  students  get  older  their  discussion  of  these 
topics  is  decreasingly  associated  with  parents  and  increasingly  associated 
with  peers.  The  sex  trends  in  these  changes  are  also  of  interest. 

It  could  be  concluded  that  as  students  proceed  through  high  school  they 
move  from  reference  to  home  and  parents  in  connection  with  drugs.

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tobacco  and  alcohol  to  their  peer  group.  Further,  this  trend  is 
more  accelerated  in  boys  than  in  girls.  The  importance  of  peers 
in  drug  use  will  be  described  in  greater  detail  in  Chapter  VI. 

In  planning  curriculum  for  drug  education  in  high  schools 
it  would  appear  to  be  important  to  relate  the  material  to  the  family 
in  the  early  grades.  For  senior  students  any  discussion  of  these 
topics  should  explore  personal  conflicts  and  the  influence  of  peers. 
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CHAPTER  V 


INCIDENCE  OF  DRUG  USE 


A.  DEMOGRAPHIC  RANGE 


Before  presenting  incident  statistics  related  to  student  drug 
use  and  interpreting  these  results  it  would  be  useful  to  supply  the 
reader  with  background  demographic  information  defining  the  range 
of  the  student  sample  under  study.

Before  interpreting  the  results  in  relation  to  one  another, 
this  point  should  be  noted.  Because  the  minimum  usage  level  for 
tobacco  was  1 to  5 cigarettes  per  week,  those  who  smoke  very 
occasionally,  i.e.  , less  than  1 cigarette  per  week,  were  not 
counted.  Given  that  qualification  the  results  for  the  individual 
drugs  may  be  compared  with  one  another  as  they  are  essentially 
equivalent. 
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The  first  finding  indicates  that  almost  one-half  (46.3%) 
of  all  respondents  had  used  alcohol  at  least  once  in  six  months 
while  a little  over  one-third  (37.  6%)  had  used  tobacco.  This  rank- 
ing would  seem  to  be  the  reverse  of  what  one  would  expect.  As 
questions  pertaining  to  drug  preference  were  not  asked,  the  rea- 
son for  this  finding  remains  to  be  discovered. 

The  figures  for  this  summary  were  compiled  using  results 
from  all  grades,  grade  7 included.  It  will  be  noticed  in  referring  to 
Tables.  2,  (Drug  Usage  by  Grade),  that  the  incidence  for  most  drugs 
except  "glue",  "opiates"  and  "other  hallucinogens"  would  be  higher 
if  the  grade  7 figures  were  omitted. 

This  indicates  the  presence  of  an  increase  in  drug  experience 
as  a result  of  the  transition  from  grade  7 to  grade  9,  changing  envir- 
onments, from  the  public  or  junior  high  to  the  high  school,  or  the 
natural  increase  in  experience  associated  with  growing  up. 

The  inclusion  of  grade  7 statistics  may  also  account  for  a 
lower  marihuana  incidence  than  the  10%  plus  figure  popularly  quoted 
in  the  news  media. 

Table  5. 1 represents  a breakout  of  the  results  of  Figure  5. 1 
into  component  school  districts. 

A problem  faced  in  compiling  this  table  resulted  from  a dis- 
continuity in  survey  procedure.  The  fact  that  in  Districts  13  to  17, 
letters  of  permission  had  to  be  returned  to  the  school  resulted  in 
a significantly  lower  percentage  of  class  completing  the  questionnaire. 
The  question  of  whether  to  include  these  results  in  the  overall  aver- 
age use  for  each  drug  was  resolved  by  using  a test  of  the  difference 
of  means.  The  results  of  this  procedure  indicated  that  with  the  ex- 
ception of  LSD^the  Districts  13  to  17  incidence  values  for  all  drugs 
were  not  statistically  different  from  those  obtained  from  Districts 
1 to  12.  In  any  calculation  for  LSD  including  the  LSD  incidence 
rate,  the  results  of  Districts  13  to  17  were  not  included.  This  table 
can  be  used  to  test  combinations  of  drugs  for  possible  intercorrela- 
tions. The  drugs  tested  in  this  way  were  tobacco,  alcohol,  mari- 
huana, glue  and  LSD.  The  only  drugs  whose  usage  incidences  cor- 
related significantly  were  marihuana  and  LSD  with  a correlation 
value  of  r^^,  = . 8

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®ne  explanation  for  this  high  correlation  is  that  though  LSD 
is  less  popular  than  marihuana  and  less  readily  available,  both 
drugs  are  used  by  essentially  the  same  type  of  group  for  similar  types 
of  effects.  The  possibility  of  confirming  this  explanation,  i.e.  , that 
most  LSD  users  also  used  marihuana  could  be  tested  by  further 
analysis  of  this  data. 

The  results  from  Tables.  Iwere  also  correlated  with 
demographic  statistics  compiled  by  the  Social  Planning  Council  of 
Metropolitan  Toronto„  Among  the  indices  correlated  with  drug  use 
were: 

1.  Socio  - Economic  Rank 
2:  Juvenile  Offenders 
3.  Percentage  of  Childless  Families 

These  factors  were  isolated  in  areas  corresponding  to  the 
school  districts  and  ratings  from  0 to  4 on  these  criteria  were 
assigned  each  district.  However,  with  this  method  of  analysis  no 
high  correlation  was  observed  between  the  use  of  a particular  drug 
and  any  of  the  demographic  factors. 

Several  demographic  indices  from  the  questionnaire, 
analysed  on  a student-by-student  basis,  did  prove  significant  (See 
Chapter  6). 

It  is  though^ therefore,  that  the  district-by-district  level  of 
analysis  may  have  been  too  gross  a procedure  to  detect  any  trends 
which  were  present  in  the  Social  Planning  Council  data.

When  the  incidence  for  each  drug  by  grade  was  plotted 
on  graphs  it  was  observed  that  three  basically  different  patterns 
emerged.  The  result  of  this  analysis  appear  as  Figures  5.2,  5.3  and 

5.4. 


The  pattern  emerging  from  Figure  5.2  indicates  a large  increase 
in  use  from  grade  7 to  grade  9 and  a peaking  at  giade  9 followed  by 
a steady  decline  through  grades  11  and  13.  A slight  modification 
of  this  pattern  occurs  with  glue  which  has  a higher  grade  7 usage  and 
a steeper  decline  in  use  through  grades  11  and  13,  relative  to  the 
other  drugs. 

Although  these  drugs  are  clearly  different  from  each  other  in 
some  respects  (method  of  intake,availability,  source  of  acquisition 
some  effects,  etc,),  they  share  a quality  which  may  help  explain 
their  similar  usage  pattern.  Each  drug  in  some  way  acts  to  stimulate 
the  senses  or  in  the  student  vernacular  to  "turn  you  on".

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Perhaps  an  even  better  explanation  of  the  similarity  in  their 
\ pattern  of  use  comes  from  the  nature  of  the  pattern  itself.  The  grade  9 
V peaking  phenomenon  suggests  that  for  many  students,  especially 
those  in  grade  9,  the  taking  of  these  drugs  constitutes  a fad.  It  does 
not  matter  which  drug  is  used  the  important  thing  is  to  be  "turned  on". 

The  modified  pattern  with  glue  suggests  that  the  drug  taking  fad  appeals 
to  elements  of  a younger  population  and  glue  is  the  drug  most  readily 
available  to  them. 

Contrasting  these  patterns  with  those  from  Figure  5.3,  a clear 
difference  is  apparent.  Both  drugs,  especially  alcohol,  show  a steady 
percentage  increase  in  usage  through  all^iour  grades,  unlike  the  rise- 
\peak  - fall  of  the  "fad"  drugs.  The  suggestion  here  is  that  both 
'^alcohol  and  tranquilizers  could  be  labelled  socially  accepted  drugs. 

An  especially  interesting  figure  is  the  usage  average  reported  by 
those  in  grade  13.  Even  though  most  of  these  are  below  the  legal 
drinking  age  their  10.9%  minimum  use  incidence  is  higher  than  the  56.4/o 
(See  Tables  18  and  19  - Appendix  B)  average  for  all  parents. 

Does  the  grade  13  average  represent  a levelling  off  point  or 
does  alcohol  usage  increase  further  with  age  or  education?  Further  data 
from  grade  12  and  university  would  be  necessary  to  answer  this  question. 
Another  hypothesis  is  that  the  use  of  some  drugs  is  a transient 
phenomenon.  If  this  is  true,  a second  administration  of  the  question- 
naire two  years  hence  would  show  a wave  effect  or  a shift  to  the  right 
in  the  position  of  the  drug  use  pattern. 

The  difference  to  be  noted  between  Figures  5.  3 and  5.  4 is  the 
tendency  for  the  increase  in  percentage  using  tobacco  and  barbiturates 
to  tail  off  sharply  after  grade  9 remaining  relatively  constant  through  grades 
11  and  13. 

The  discrepancy  in  usage  patterns  between  alcohol  and  tobacco 
among  students  may  be  related  to  the  recent  warnings  from  medical 
research  concerning  the  tobacco  - cancer  relationship.  As  the  question- 
naire could  not  elicit  attitudes  toward  the  two  drugs,  such  speculations 
as  the  foregoing  await  confirmation  by  other  sources  of  data. 
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The  tables  for  frequency  of  use  of  each  drug  (Appendix  A - 
Tables  1-10)  indicate  that  the  grade  in  which  most  students  are 
using  a drug  (most  overall  incidence)  is  also  the  grade  in  which  the 
drug  is  used  most  frequently.  For  example,  Table  1.  indicates  that 
the  highest  overall  incidence  occurs  in  grade  13.  Only  29. 1%  do  not 
use  alcohol. 

The  highest  frequency  column  (4  plus  drinks  per  month)  shows 
a higher  percentage  of  grade  13’s,  12.3%,  than  any  other  grade. 

This  finding  holds  for  all  other  drugs  except  marihuana.  To 
generalize  then,  it  can  be  said  that  incidence  of  drug  use  and  frequency 
of  drug  use  are  related.

The  findings  from  Table  5.  3 indicate  that  for  all  drugs  except 
tranquilizers  a larger  percentage  of  male  students  use  drugs.  For  some 
drugs  like  marihuana  and  LSD, the  percentage  ratio  of  male  to  female 
users  is  more  than  double.  Further  data  is  required  to  explain  why 
more  girls  than  boys  use  tranquilizers. 
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The  tables  on  drug  use  frequency  (Appendix  A - Tables  1-10) 
reveal  that  male  students  tend  to  use  all  drugs  more  frequently  than 
do  females.  These  tables  taken  together  with  Table  5.3  provide  further 
evidence  for  the  relation  between  incidence  and  frequency  of  drug  use. 


C.  EVALUATION  OF  METHODS  OF  ELICITING  INCIDENCE 


The  three  methods  of  eliciting  incidence  statistics^by  class^of 
student  drug  use  as  explained  in  the  methodology  chapter  are: 

1.  The  self  report  of  each  student  class  member  (SR). 

2.  The  estimation  of  class  use  by  class  representative 
at  a gTOup  discussion  (ME  or  EG). 

3.  The  average  estimation  of  class  use  by  each  member 
of  the  class  (MRM  or  FRF). 

In  order  to  present  the  results  of  each  method,  compare  them 
and  explain  their  respective  advantages  and  limitations,  it  is  instructive 
to  construct  the  ideal  case.  This  is  the  situation  where  there  would  be 
no  difference  in  result  between  the  methods.  For  unanimity  of  results 
to  occur  there  must  be: 

- full  class  attendance  for  the  questionnaire  and 
group  session. 

- complete  honesty  on  the  part  of  each  student. 

- complete  knowledge  of  the  drug  behaviour  of 
classmates  on  the  part  of  the  student. 

_ no  mechanical  errors  in  marking  answers. 

If  these  conditions  were  met,  the  resulting  three  incidence  values 
obtained  would  be  equal  and  the  correlation  between  any  two  methods 
would  be  1.  If  results  by  each  class  were  graphed,  the  resulting  line  would 

pass  through  all  points  including  the  origin  and  would  have  a slope  equal 
to  1 (45°). 
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A decision  based  upon  the  above  case,  about  which  method  to 
use  would  depend  on  expediency  and  cost  of  data  collection.  The 
probable  preferred  method  would  be  estimation  of  class  drug  use  by  a 
class  representative. 

The  actual  comparison  of  methods  was  carried  out  using 
marihuana  with  the  assumption  that  results  for  other  drugs  would  be 
comparable.  In  addition,  male  student  incidence  in  all  cases  was 
collected  separately  from  female  incidence.  Data  for  the  comparison 
of  methods  was  gathered  from  the  tables  in  Appendix  D.  Of  the  244  classes 
analyzed,  only  those  with  over  70%  questionnaire  completion  rate  were 
used  for  the  analysis.  The  reason  for  this  restriction  is  explained  on 
each  graph. 

Each  method  gave  a different  mean  incidence  value.  In  the  case 
of  male  marihuana  use  the  means  ( in  percent  ) were:  self  report  (SR)  = 10.  8, 
male  representative  estimate  (MG)  = 8.7  and  mean  male  classmate 
estimate  (MRM)  = 3.5.  For  females  the  figure  were;  SR  = 3.2,  female 
representative  estimate  (EG)  = 2.3  and  mean  female  class  estimate  (FRF)  = 
2.0.  The  correlations  between  Sr  - MG  and  SR  - MRM  for  males  were  .49 
and  . 47  respectively.  The  equivalent  correlations  for  females  were  SR  - 
FG  = .27  and  SR  - FRF  = .45.  On  each  graph  the  slope  was  less  than 
1,  ranging  from  . 2 to  . 38.  (See  Figures  5.5  to  5.  8). 

To  explain  the  above  discrepancies,  a description  of  the  realistic 
conditions  under  which  the  methods  operated  must  be  made.  First  it 
will  be  noted  that  the  SR  values  given  here  differ  from  those  quoted  in 
section  B of  this  Chapter  (Table  5.3).  This  difference  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  fewer  classes  were  used  to  calculate  the  new  SR  values. 

The  fact  that  the  correlation  values  between  the  self  report  and  other 
two  procedures  are  approximately  . 45  means  that  there  is  a relationship 
between  them.  However,  the  slope  value  indicates  that  the  SR  method  is 
likely  to  give  consistently  higher  results  for  each  class  than  either 
individual  or  class  estimates.  The  SR  value  appears  to  be  more  accurate 
chiefly  because  it  depends  only  on  the  students’  honesty  and  the  percentage 
of  the  class  who  answer  the  questionnaire.  In  contrast,  the  ability  to 
estimate  the  number  of  marihuana  users  (MG  and  MRM)  for  the  majority 
of  students  was  poor.  In  fact  74.2%  of  the  students  estimated  that  no 
one  in  their  class  used  marihuana.  This  means  that  for  every  person 
estimating  class  use  above  zero,  three  people  estimated  zero. 
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Therefore,  when  the  average  incidence  was  calculated  by  these 
methods  the  predominance  of  zero  values  lowered  the  mean. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  class  representative  method  resulted  in 
mean  incidence  values  closer  to  the  self  report  value  than  did  the  class- 
mate estimation  method. 

In  summary,  the  self  report  method  gave  the  highest  mean  for 
marihuana  incidence  and  was  probably  the  most  reliable  method  to  use.

The  self  report  and  report  by  male  group  interview  of  the  number  of  male 
classmates  using  marihuana  are  two  methods  of  estimating  the  use  of  mar- 
ihuana in  a given  class.  However,  these  two  methods  are  really  based 
on  two  populations;  the  self  report  is  based  on  the  number  of  males  in 
the  class  doing  the  questionnaire,  and  the  report  by  male  group  inter- 
view is  based  on  the  total  number  of  males  in  the  class.  The  higher 
the  percentage  of  males  in  the  class  completing  the  questionnaire,  the 
more  nearly  equivalent  these  two  populations  become  for  a given  class. 
When  there  is  a low  percentage  of  males  in  the  class  completing  the 
questionnaire,  the  two  populations  are  very  different.  In  order  to 
minimize  the  difference  between  the  two  populations,  only  those  classes 
with  at  least  70%  of  the  males  completing  the  questionnaire  are  rep- 
resented in  the  above  graph.

The  self  report  and  the  report  by  males  of  the  number  of  male  classmates  using 
marihuana  are  two  methods  of  estimating  the  use  of  marihuana  in  a given  class. 
However,  these  two  methods  are  really  based  on  two  different  populations;

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CHAPTER  VI 


FACTORS  RELATED  TO  DRUG  USE 

PROLOGUE 


The  analysis  upon  which  this  chapter  is  based  was  carried  out  using 
question  #19  (see  questionnaire  - Appendix  C). 

In  this  question  the  student  was  asked  whether  he  "has  used  drugs", 
"might  like  to  try  drugs",  or  "is  not  going  to  use  drugs".  These 
categories  were  run  against  all  other  questions,  and  the  results  were 
then  analyzed  to  determine  which  factors  (grade  average,  religion, 
etc.)  significantly  associated  with  "users",  "might  users"  and  "won't 
users". 

The  question  arises  as  to  which  drug  or  drugs  the  student  answering 
this  question  was  referring.  In  other  words,  were  those  marking  the 
"have  used  drugs"  column  predominantly  tranquilizer  users,  glue 
sniffers  or  marihuana  smokers  or  did  they  use  a combination  of  these 
and  other  drugs?  Also,  did  "non  users"  report  using  drugs  like 
tobacco,  alcohol,  tranquilizers  or  even  glue*^ 

This  question  of  what  drugs  the  "users"  were  associated  with  was 
answered  by  running  question  # 19  against  those  ten  questions  per- 
taining to  use  of  a specific  drug  (see  questionnaire  # 21  - 30  - Appendix 
C). 

The  chi  squared  values  obtained  (see  Tables  49  to  58  Appendix  B), 
indicate  that  those  reporting  to  have  used, drugs  used  every  one  of  the 
questionnaire  drugs  significantly  more  than  those  who  said  they  did 
not  use  drugs.  Therefore,  all  the  drugs  are  statistically  associated 
with  the  "have  used"  group. 
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This  test,  however  does  not  preclude  the  fact  that  substantial 
numbers  of  "non  users”  could  be  using  these  drugs.  It  merely 
suggests  that  drug  users  use  a whole  spectrum  of  drugs  more  fre- 
quently than  do  non- users. 

The  crucial  question  seems  to  be  which  drugs  clearly  distinguish 
between  "users”  and  "non-users”  as  defined  by  question  # 19.  An 
answer  can  be  found  by  calculating  the  percent  of  total  users  of  any 
drug  which  are  "have  users”.  If  the  percentage  is  high,  then  that 
drug  defines  the  "have  used”  category. 

With  several  drugs,  the  total  number  using  them  was  alm^ost  ex- 
clusively composed  of  "have  users”.  For  example  of  all  those 
using  marihuana,  89.  "have  users”.  Factors  associated 

with  "drug  use”  therefore  would  definitely  pertain  to  marihuana  use. 

With  other  drugs  such  as  tranquilizers,  tobacco  and  alcohol,  the  per- 
centage of  "have  users”  in  the  total  population  of  users  was  relatively 
small.  With  alcohol,  this  figure  dropped  to  15.2%.  Thus,  with  84.8% 
of  the  "non-users”  comprising  the  alcohol  users,  drug  related  factors 
would  not  explain  the  use  of  alcohol. 

A summary  for  all  drugs  of  the  percentage  of  users  who  are  "have 
users”  appears  in  the  following  list.

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These  findings,  therefore,  pertain  to  those  who  use  the  psychedelic 
drugs,  marihuana,  L.S.D.  and  other  hallucinogens  and  do  not  refer 
to  those  who  use  such  drugs  as  alcohol,  tobacco  and  tranquilizers. 
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FACTORS  BELATED  TO  DRUG  USE 


A . INTRODUCTION 


It  is  now  our  purpose  to  discuss  the  various  factors  which, 
in  the  light  of  the  present  study,  relate  to  drug  use.  This  dis- 
cussion will  be  conducted  within  the  framework  of  a model  drawn 
from  an  article  by  David  Ausubel  entitled  "Some  Future  Direc- 
tions for  Research  in  Adolescent  Drug  Addiction"^.  In  that 
article  Ausubel  pointed  out  the  need  for  a multiple  causative 
approach  to  the  problem  of  drug  addiction.  Fie  makes  it  clear 
that  any  one  factor  cannot  be  considered  to  be  the  single  cause 
foj  drug  use.  Rather  he  sees  a cause  as  being  a complex  ” ' 

combination  of  factors  which  act  upon  an  individual  as  both 
external  and  internal  forces.  A factor  can  be  thought  of  as 
either  predisposing  (acting  throughout  a person’s  life)  or  precip- 
itating  (catylyzing  or  directly  causing  behavior). 

It  is  not  within  the  scope  of  this  study  to  deal  with  the 
causation  of  drug  use.  It  is  intended,  rather,  to  discuss  the 
factors  associated  with  drug  use  with  the  understanding  that 
these  factors  possess  only  a possibility  of  being  a small  part 
of  the  cause.

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For  organizational  purposes,  the  factors  will  be  discussed 
in  terms  of  the  various  environments  in  which  the  student  is 
involved.  Factors  will  be  discussed  in  relation  to  society  as  a 
whole,  as  related  to  the  school  environment,  then  the  relations 
within  the  peer  group,  and  lastly,  in  relation  to  the  home  en- 
vironment. 


B.  SOCIETY 


Two  aspects  of  the  broader  society  which  could  influence  a 
Xstudent's  attitudes  towards  drugs  are: 

V a)  the  type  of  information  he  receives  from  social  information 

V media. 

b)  his  perception  of  the  social  rules  governing  the  use  of  drugs. 

In  addition  various  other  factors  such  as  the  student's  reaction  to 
social  goals  and  political  institutions,  or  the  means  by  which  he 
chooses  to  manifest  his  concept  of  social  responsibility,  can 
potentially  influence  his  propensity  to  use  or  non-use  of  drugs. 


1.  Information 


Through  the  various  media,  society  acts  as  a vehicle  of 
information.  The  students  were  asked  which  sources  of  infor- 
mation contributed  most  to  their  knowledge  of  drugs.  Table 
45*shows  the  results  of  that  question.  One  possible  answer  was 
news  media.  Students  who  had  admitted  being  drug  users 
expressed  very  little  faith  in  the  news  media  as  a source  of 
information.  Those  who  said  that  they  might  use  drugs  in  the 
future  also  responded  to  this  choice  with  less  frequency  than 
expected  but  not  to  a significant  degree.  Those  who  said

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that  they  won't  ever  use  drugs  were  expected  to  make  up  73.5% 
of  the  responses  to  the  choice  of  news  media  as  a source  of  in- 
formation, yet  they  actually  accounted  for  80%  of  the  preferences 
for  this  source.  It  would  seem  then  that  as  a source  of  informa- 
tion, the  news  media  was  acceptable  to  people  who  were  against 
drug  use  while  such  media  exhibited  little  credibility  in  the  eyes 
of  those  who  condone  drug  use.  As  one  user  put  it,  "Its  in  all 
the  newspapers  and  television.  Its  so  overexposed.  You  don’t 
know  anything  unless  you're  exposed  to  it.  You  only  get  bits 
and  pieces  and  only  one  side.  " 

We  were  interested  to  see  what  type  of  information  stu- 
dents got  from  the  news  media  so  we  asked  what  factor  was 
prominent  in  helping  the  student  to  decide  whether  marihuana 
was  safe  (Table  46)  or  harmful  (Table  47).  Those  who  had 
decided  that  they  might  try  drugs  were  those  who  had  been  con- 
vinced that  marihuana  might  be  safe.  These  students  showed 
that  the  news  media  had  a significant  influence  upon  this  de- 
cision. In  deciding  that  marihuana  was  harmful,  the  ' won't 
users"  indicated  that  the  media  were  a significant  source  of 
information  with  12.  5%  more  than  expected  responding  in  this 
way.  Users,  on  the  other  hand,  found  the  media  to  be  com- 
pletely unsuccessful  in  conveying  the  impression  that  mari- 
huana was  harmful. 

It  has  been  shown  that  the  media  convinced  some  stu- 
dents that  marihuana  was  safe,  while  it  convinced  others  that 
it  was  harmful.  This  apparent  discrepancy  may  be  explained 
by  the  theory,  commonly  advanced  by^ociologists . that 
people  assimilate  only  information  which  supports,  their  pre- 
conceived attitudes  and  reject  facts  or  statements  which 
seem  to  contradict  their  point  of  view. 


2.  Society's  Rules  and  Laws 


Students  as  a whole  tend  to  be  conservative  in  their 
attitudes  toward  society’s  rules  and  laws  concerning  drug  use.

In  questions  about  the  legal  drinking  age,  (Table  5),  86.4%  in- 
dicated that  they  knew  the  legal  drinking  age  was  21.  Table  39 
shows  that  41%  of  the  students  thought  the  legal  drinking  age 
should  remain  the  same,  while  a further  13%  suggested  that 
the  minimum  age  be  raised.  When  questioned  on  the  subject 
of  marihuana  possession  as  a crime,  (Table  42),  56.5%  said 
that  first  offenders  should  be  punished.  Confronted  with  the 
prospect  of  themselves  as  parents  (Table  41)  81.9%  of  the  stu- 
dents indicated  that  they  would  take  preventive  steps  concern- 
ing their  own  child's  drug  use. 

In  each  of  the  cases  mentioned  above,  conservative  atti- 
\tudes  were  over-represented  by  non- users.  Students  with  more 
\liberal  attitudes  such  as  favoring  lower  legal  drinking  age  and 
Messer  or  no  punitive  steps  with  marihuana  offenders,  contained 
\a  significantly  large  number  of  drug  users  and  might- users. 

In  their  discussion  groups,  students  often  turned  to  the 
topic  of  laws  concerning  drug  use.  The  positions  of  those  who 
favored  the  legalization  of  marihuana  revolved  around  three 
major  points: 

\l)  Individuals  should  have  the  responsibility  to  make  up 

their  own  decisions  about  using  drugs. 

"I  don't  think  there  should  be  laws  against  pot.  People 
should  be  given  the  information  and  he  able  to  make  up 
their  own  mind.  " 


\2)  Laws  concerning  drugs  are  often  inconsistent. 

"You  live  with  things  like  murderers  and  hating  your 
parents^  but  here  they  make  criminals  out  of  kids  who 
smoke  marihuana.  It's  ridiculous." 
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"I  don't  imderstand.  They  say  tobaooo  is  harmful.  They 
say  marihuana  is  harmful.  Marihuana  is  illegal 3 so  why 
don’t  they  make  tobaoao  illegal?" 


\3)  Students  are  aware  that  they,  as  well  as  others  in  society 
\ are  enticed  by  things  like  drugs  simply  because  they  are 
V illegal. 


"Making  something  illegal  makes  it  more  desirable.  You 
can  control  something  without  making  it  inaccessible . 

A kid  can  drive  a car  because  he’s  had  lessons.  The 
same  should  apply  to  drugs.  There  are  people  who  know 
how  to  take  dmgs.  " 

"It’s  like  during  Prohibition.  As  long  as  things  were 
illegal 3 people  drank  to  get  away  with  it.  As  soon  as 
Prohibition  ended3  people  went  out  and  drank  and  drank 
until  they  were  sick  of  it  and  didn’t  want  to  do  it 
anymore.  I think  if  they  legalize  marihuana  the  same 
thing  would  happen.  " 

The  majority  of  the  students,  however,  were  much  more 
reactionary.  One  who  opposed  the  legalization  of  marihuana 
summed  up  their  arguments  when  he  pointed  out  that: 

"If  a guy  takes  pot  once  and  it’s  good3  might  go  on 
to  L.S.D.  It’s  supposed  to  really  do  something.  I 
think  that’s  the  reason  why  it’s  illegal.  A certain 
type  of  person  - if  you  gave  them  an  inch 3 they  ’d  take 
a mile.  " 
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C.  SCHOOL 


The  student  spends  most  of  his  waking  hours  within  the  school 
environment  or  involved  in  school-related  activity.  The  school 
environment  is  able  to  influence  the  student's  growth  in  three  main 
ways.  School  acts  as  a theatre  of  achievement"  where  he  is  able 
to  test  his  abilities  and  performance  in  competition  with  his  fellow 
students  and  with  his  own  self  image.  School  also  acts  as  a 
"theatre  of  activity"  where  the  student  is  able  to  explore  his  potential 
talents  outside  the  academic  sphere.  Lastly,  the  school  environment 
acts  as  a "theatre  of  instruction"  where  he  is  able  to  obtain  inform- 
ation on  the  world  around  him. 


1.  Performance 


Students  were  asked  to  record  their  overall  grade  averages. 
Table  24  shows  that  76.  4^^  of  all  respondents  placed  themselves 
within  the  B or  C categories.  Within  these  middle  ranges  there  was 
no  significance  as  to  whether  or  not  a studeit  would  use  drugs. 
Where  the  users  and  non-users  were  significantly  differentiated  was 
at  either  end  df  the  grading  spectrum.  There  were  significantly 
more  non-users  achieving  A's  while  a disproportionate  number  of 
drug  users  reported  failing  marks  of  D or  E. 

\ Performance  in  school  is  a factor  associated  with  drug  use. 
"^There  are  factors  which  may  account  for  this  lack  of  achievement 
\ among  users.  Academic  achievement  may  not  be  encouraged  in 
the  home  environment  and  also  the  child  may  not  be  able  to  meet 
the  social  and  academic  needs  of  school  because  of  other  possibly 
more  insistent  basic  needs.  These  ideas  must  remain  pure  specu- 
lation at  this  time  to  await  further  research  for  validation. 


2.  Activity 

The  school  environment  offers-  the  student  many  opportunities 
to  take  part  in  extra-curricular  activities.  There  was  a definite 
association  between  the  student's  participation  in  these  activities 
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sand  his  propensity  to  use  drugs.  Table  25  shows  that  students  who 
'^use  drugs  are  significantly  absent  in  non- academic  activities.  The 
\ students  who  do  not  use  drugs,  on  the  other  hand,  are  prominent 
among  those  who  take  part  in  these  activities. 

\ An  awareness  of  the  incidence  of  drug  taking  in  the  school 
\is  a factor  which  is  highly  associated  with  decisions  to  use  drugs. 
Students  were  asked  how  many  boys  and  how  many  girls  in  their 
class  use  drugs.  Table  27  shows  the  number  of  estimations  of 
the  male  population  of  marihuana  users.  We  see  that  74.  2%  of  all 
respondents  said  that  they  knew  no  one  in  their  class  (males)  who 
smoked  marihuana.  In  this  category  the  won’t  users  were  over- 
represented. When  students  indicated  that  they  knew  over  five 
male  classmates  who  were  users,  their  ranks  were  nearly  half 
comprised  of  those  who  had  or  who  might  use  drugs.  On  the  other 
hand  the  won't  user  group  was  significantly  under-represented  in 
knowing  drug  users.  Table  28  shows  a similar  pattern  concerning 
estimations  of  the  population  of  female  marihuana  smokers.  As 
stated  earlier,  these  observations  have  implications  for  methods 
of  collecting  information  on  incidence. 

Considering  the  large  proportion  of  students  who  don't  know 
who  is  using  drugs  in  their  class  it  is  not  surprising  that  most 
were  unable  to  estimate  whether  or  not  drug  use  had  grown  in  the 
last  year.  Table  26  shows  that  only  34.5%  of  all  students  thought 
they  knew.  Among  the  drug  users,  however,  68%  were  willing  to 
speculate  on  that  question.  Of  those  users  who  said  that  they 
knew,  88.5%  said  that  the  rate  was  higher  than  the  year  before. 

This  is  nob  meant  to  be  an  accurate  measure  of  whether  or  not  the 
usage  rate  has  really  grown.  Rather  this  unanimity  on  the  part  of 
the  users  is  more  likely  to  be  an  example  of  cognitive  dissonance. 

In  effect,  they  needed  to  perceive  a higher  rate  in  order  to  support 
their  own  experience. 

\ In  their  discussion  groups,  students  spoke  of  school  in  terms 
'^of  restrictions  and  lack  of  personal  contact  with  teachers.  One  sore 
point  in  student- school  relations  was  the  issue  of  smoking  at  school. 
A student  suggested: 

"There  should  he  a room  in  school  where  we're  allowed  to 
smoke.  They  can  smoke  in  the  staff  room. " 
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This  perception  of  teachers  as  privileged  rule -makers  was 
accompanied  by  students  feeling  a lack  of  communication  between 
themselves  and  teachers.  A typical  comment  was: 

"I  don't  think  I aoutd  trust  a teacher  in  my  school 
so  that  I could  sit  down  and  talk  about  those  things 
(drugs).  You  know  why?  Because  there  isn’t  that 
relationship  between  students  and  teachers.  ” 

\ As  an  environment,  then,  school  gave  many  students  the  feel- 
'^ing  of  restriction  and  isolation.  When  asked  to  state  reasons  why 
students  use  drugs  (Table  35),  37%  of  all  the  respondents  reported 
that  drug  taking  is  a means  to  relieve  tension  and  worries  in  the 
home  and  at  school. 

3.  Information 


The  school  fails  in  the  eyes  of  the  student,  in  its  inability  to 
approach  contemporary  contentious  topics , like  drugs , in  a learning 
atmosphere.  Only  8.5%  of  all  students  reported  (Table  45)  that  the 
schools  contributed  highly  to  their  knowledge  of  drugs.  The  problems 
inherent  in  a program  of  instruction  were  evident  to  one  student  who 
pointed  out  that: 

"The  school  doesn't  tell  us  enough  to  be  able  to  make 
any  kind  of  decision  about  drugs  or  alcohol.  A course 
couldn't  be  factual  or  straight  because  the  teacher  is 
going  to  be  so  opinionated.  Teachers  are  afraid  of  us 
going  and  saying  bad  things  to  our  parents.  " 

Student  desire  to  bring  drug  education  into  the  school  is  strong. 
Table  48  indicates  that  84.1%  of  the  students  felt  that  discourse  on 
drugs  should  begin  on  or  before  the  grade  nine  level.  A typical  com- 
ment was: 

"I  think  the  school  has  to  take  a bigger  interest  in  sex 
and  drug  education.  Who  cares  about  parents?  They  won't 
be  running  the  next  world  anyway!  Why  are  the  schools 
holding  back?" 
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D.  PEER  GROUPS 


\ As  a period  of  change,  adolescence  offers  many  uncertainties 
^-for  the  student.  Caught  somewhere  between  his  former  beliefs  and 
v^the  forming  of  his  aspirations  for  the  future,  the  adolescent  will 
^tend  to  place  more  trust  in  the  judgments  of  his  peer  group  than  in 
^those  of  his  elders.  For  this  reason,  the  peer  group  becomes  an 
environment  which  has  a great  deal  of  influence  on  the  behavior  of 
the  student. 


In  contrast  to  the  restrictive  atmosphere  at  school,  the  peer 
group  environment  offers  an  inviting  degree  of  freedom.  Drug  con- 
sumption  tends  to  be  a social  process  in  the  peer  group  environment. 
Table  30  shows  that  33.4%  of  the  students  who  smoke  said  that  they 
most  likely  do  so  in  the  company  of  friends.  The  figure  is  decep- 
tively small  because  students  who  smoke  both  alone  and  in  groups 
would  be  more  apt  to  answer  alone.  The  peer  group  is  not  prohibitive 
when  it  comes  to  smoking.  Table  32  shows  that  69.  3%  of  the  students 
would  be  apt  to  drink  with  their  friends.  Again  this  indicates  that  the 
peer  group  offers  a welcome  relief  from  the  restrictions  of  home  and 
school.  We  asked  students  their  reasons  for  going  to  Yorkville 
(Table  44).  Among  respondents  who  go  to  Yorkville,  the  drug  user 
group  was  over-represented  in  citing  ’’being  with  friends”  as  a main 
reason.  On  the  other  hand,  won’t- users  were  under-represented  in 
choosing  that  response.  For  the  drug  user,  his  peer  group  provides 
a good  stimulus  for  his  drug  use. 

\ Social  context  then  is  an  important  factor  in  drug  use  and  the 

^peer  group  is  the  environment  most  likely  to  offer  a social  context. 


\ The  peer  group  acts  as  an  effective  source  of  drug  information 
^or  the  student.  Table  45  shows  that  23.7%  of  all  students  cited 
'friends  as  their  most  reliable  information  source.  It  is  significant 
that  students  who  use  drugs  or  who  might  use  drugs  were  over- 
represented in  making  this  choice  while  confirmed  non- users  were 
under-represented.  The  quality  of  information  supplied  by  the  peer 
group  was  also  tested.  Table  46  shows  that  a drug  user  will  learn 
from  his  friends  that  marihuana  is  safe  (Table  47),  while  the  peer 
group  will  not  succeed  in  convincing  him  that  marihuana  is  harmful. 
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Tables  46  and  47  show  that  non- users  will  learn  very  little  from 
friends  as  to  the  safety  of  marihuana. 

\ Besides  being  a source  of  information,  the  peer  group  can  be 
a ready  source  of  drugs.  Of  those  who  smoke,  19.7%  (Table  29), 
obtain  their  cigarettes  from  friends,  while  53.9%  (Table  31)  of  the 
drinkers  supply  themselves  with  alcohol  in  this  way.  The  more  un- 
obtainable the  drug  is  (because  of  social  rules  or  laws),  the  more 
important  is  the  peer  group  as  a source.  We  have  already  seen  the 
high  degree  of  association  between  drug  use  and  knowledge  of  who 
uses  drugs.  This  would  indicate  that  a student  wishing  to  obtain  a 
drug  like  marihuana  would  turn  to  his  peer  group. 

^ Peer  pressure  is  a strong  social  force  in  the  student's  life  for 
reasons  of  insecurity  or  image  maintenance.  Indirect  evidence  of 
this  comes  from  the  large  role  of  the  group  in  the  individual's  de- 
cisions concerning  the  safety  and  advisability  of  taking  drugs.  More 
concrete  and  striking  evidence  is  obtained  through  student  comments: 

"My  brother  says  if  you  don't  smoke  you  get  laughed 
right  out  of  school,  " 

"You  see  young  guys  walking  about ^ sniffing  glue, 
taking  marihuana.  They  're  fust  trying  to  be  big 
shots.  It  makes  you  think  that  you  would  like  to 
try  it.  " 

One  environment  in  which  the  pressure  from  peers  to  indulge  in 
drug  taking  occurs  at  drug  parties.  Here,  some  non- users  are  initiated 
by  being  dared  to  take  drugs  or  are  ridiculed  for  their  reticence. 

"They  say  I don't  want  to  be  social,  so  I do  it. 

They  say,  'Come  on,  don't  be  a suck'." 

We  asked  the  students  what  they  considered  to  be  the  most  impor- 
tant reasons  for  using  drugs.  (Tables  35,  36,  37  and  38)  The  various 
effects  of  the  peer  group  on  the  drug  user  are  seen  more  sharply  through 
the  objective  eyes  of  those  who  do  not  use  drugs.  Non- users  showed 
a preference  for  responses  indicating  that  the  user  desires  to  feel  at 
home  in  the  group.  In  contrast,  the  users  focused  on  reasons  involv- 
ing the  effects  of  the  drug  on  them.  Non- users  tend  to  make  such 
comments  as: 
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"If  a person  is  a foZlov^er^  and  his  friends  ore  taking 
drugs  and  aloohol^  he'll  go  along.  He's  not  very 
strong.  " 

"I  think  they’re  fools.  They're  just  taking  drugs 
for  recognition. " 

On  the  other  hand,  users  make  comments  like: 


"LSD  puts  your  mind  at  ease  and  really  makes  it  vivid. 

It  puts  the  conscious  mind  away^  the  rest  is  put  wide 
awake.  One  half  goes  wild;  one  half  doesn’t  know 
what  you're  doing.  " 

This  difference  of  opinion  between  the  users  and  non- users 
can  be  easily  explained  if  we  consider  what  each  talks  about  within 
his  own  group.  Non- users,  in  discussing  drug  use  will  tend  to  talk 
about  drugs  in  a group  context.  To  the  non- user,  drug  use  and  in- 
group behaviour  will  be  synonymous.  Within  a group  of  users, 
however,  talk  will  centre  more  upon  the  various  things  which 
happened  to  each  on  his  last  "trip".  The  existence  of  the  in-group 
is  not  really  discussed  and  so  it  will  not  be  consciously  perceived 
as  a reason  for  taking  drugs. 


E.  THE  HOME 


Factors  associated  with  drug  use  which  are  related  to  the 
home  environment  will  be  treated  in  four  categories:  a)  culture, 
b)  stability,  c)  contact  and  d)  information  and  attitudes. 

1.  Culture 


a)  Ethnic  Origin.  Most  of  the  parents  of  the  students  were 
from  North  America.  Table  9 shows  that  63%  of  the  fathers 
were  from  North  America.  This  fact  was  not  associated  with 
drug  use.  The  table  does  indicate,  however,  that  if  a student's 
parents  come  from  the  British  Isles,  he  will  be  more  likely  to 
try  drugs  than  the  rest  of  the  students.  Drug  users  were  strongly 
over-represented  in  this  category  while  won't- users  were  under- 
represented. 
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b)  Language.  We  asked  what  language  the  parents  spoke 
in  the  home.  Table  II  shows  that  79.9%  of  the  parents  spoke 
English.  That  parents  speak  English  was  not  a factor  related 
to  drugs.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  parents  spoke  Italian, 
Portuguese,  or  Spanish,  it  was  very  likely  that  a student  would 
classify  himself  as  a won't  user.  Other  languages  were  not 
seen  as  factors  influencing  a student’s  decision  to  use  or  not 
to  use  drugs. 

c)  Religion.  When  we  examined  the  family  religion  of  the 
students  (Table  12),  we  discovered  that  55.6%  of  all  students 
were  Protestants.  This  was  not  significantly  related  to  drug 
use.  Won't  users  were  over-represented  in  the  Catholic  column 
of  that  table,  however.  Being  a Crtholic  is  a strong  factor  in 

a student's  decision  not  to  use  drugs.  Those  who  classified 
themselves  as  having  no  religion  were  strongly  associated  as 
drug  users. 

\ d)  Drug  Use  in  the  Home.  The  way  drugs,  such  as  tobacco, 

N. alcohol,  and  tranquilizers  were  used  by  the  parents  was  found 
^to  relate  to  the  way  children  use  these  drugs  and  also  other 
^drugs.  Tables  18  and  19  respectively  show  the  use  of  alcohol 
and  tobacco  by  the  fathers  and  mothers.  More  users  than  expected 
indicated  that  the  parent  or  parents  used  both  socially  accepted 
drugs.  In  contrast  the  won’t  users  were  under-represented  in 
that  column.  The  won't  users  were  over-represented  in  the 
column  indicating  that  the  parents  used  neither  tobacco  nor 
alcohol.  Users  were  significantly  under-represented  in  this 
column.  If  the  parents  use  both  drugs  (alcohol  and  tobacco), 
the  student  will  probably  be  positively  oriented  toward  those 
drugs.  If  the  parents  use  neither  drug,  the  student  will  pro- 
bably be  negatively  oriented.  The  students  seem  to  be  modelling 
their  behaviour  after  that  of  their  parents.  If  the  parents  use 
only  one  of  the  two  drugs,  the  students  will  probably  be  more 
yoriented  towards  all  drugs  if  the  parent's  habit  is  alcohol.  The 
'decision  for  the  student  to  try,  marihuana  or  LSD  seems  to 
^'^ndicate  a tendency  to  generalize  as  socially  acceptable  the  use 
of  all  drugs.  Typical  of  comments  was: 

’'Who 's  to  say  marihuana  is  had?  If  its  used  right 
it  can  be  a social  thing  just  like  alcohol  and  you 
should  be  able  to  use  it  in  your  own  home".

e)  Sex.  In  a breakdown  by  sex  (Table  1),  it  was  found  that  a 
significantly  greater  number  of  boys  were  associated  with  drug 
use  than  were  girls.  Girls  tend  to  be  more  passive  and  will 
usually  accept  norms  of  behavior.  Boys,  on  the  other  hand,  are 
more  aggressive  and  assume  more  freedom  of  behavior.  One  girl 
explained  that: 

"Boys  follow  the  crowd  because  of  insecurity.  Girls 
don't  follow  the  crowd  as  much  as  boys  do." 


f)  Siblings.  The  use  of  drugs  by  the  brother  or  sister  of  a 
student  was  observed  to  relate  to  his  own  use.  If  his  siblings  used 
both  glue  and  marihuana  (Table  23),  then  he  would  also  tend  to  be 
positively  oriented  toward  drugs.  The  orientation  was  less  pronounced 
if  the  sibling  used  only  one  of  the  two  drugs.  If  the  student's  siblings 
were  non- users,  he  would  also  probably  be  a non- user. 

g)  Rank  Order  in  Family.  An  interesting  finding  results  when 
you  consider  a student's  rank  order  in  the  family.  A positive  corre- 
lation is  found  (Table  22)  between  students  who  reported  that  they 
are  only  children  and  drug  use,  while  the  opposite  relationship  exists 
for  students  who  were  the  oldest  in  the  family.  The  relationship 
between  this  factor  and  others  will  be  discussed  at  the  end  of  this 
chapter. 

h)  Availability  of  Drugs  in  the  Home.  We  asked  students  how 
much  money  they  had  to  spend  each  week  and  recorded  the  results 
in  Table  3.  Drug  users  are  significantly  over-represented  in  the 
categories  of  $5.00  per  week  and  over.  Won't  users,  on  the  other 
hand,  are  conspicuously  under-represented  in  these  categories. 

While  it  does  not  mean  that  money  contributes  to  drug  use,  it 
points  to  other  interesting  factors  such  as  the  socio-economic 
status  of  the  parents. 


2.  Stability 


A number  of  factors  which  together  give  a measure  of  family 
stability  are  revealed  as  relevant  factors  in  the  drug  use  of  the  stu- 
dents. Table  13  shows  that  whether  or  not  the  family  unit  is  intact 
is  a factor  relevant  to  drug  use.  Drug  users  were  over- presented 
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among  the  students  who  were  living  with  one  parent  or  less.  Table 
14  shows  that  the  sex  of  the  missing  parent  must  be  considered. 

Only  when  the  missing  parent  is  the  mother,  does  this  factor  become 
significant. 

Another  factor  concerning  the  stability  of  the  family  is  whether 
or  not  the  father  works.  Table  15  shows  that  96.5%  of  the  fathers 
worked.  It  wasn't  statistically  significant  whether  he  worked  days 
or  shifts  or  part-time.  What  was  significant  was  that  the  children 
of  unemployed  fathers  tend  to  use  drugs  more  than  would  be  ex- 
pected statistically.  Table  17  examines  the  influence  of  the 
mothers  who  work.  Most  mothers  (60.  2%)worked.  Whether  or  not 
they  worked  and  when  they  worked  did  not  prove  to  be  statistically 
significant. 


3.  Contact 


The  extent  to  which  the  student  is  in  contact  with  his  family 
was  shown  to  have  some  bearing  on  his  drug  related  behavior. 

Tables  33  and  34  investigate  the  students'  activities  on  week 
nights  and  weekends.  They  show  that  won't  users  tend  to  stay 
home  or  take  part  in  organized  activities  while  users  preferred  going 
out  with  friends  or  "hanging  around  with  the  gang.  " 

We  asked  the  students  what  their  parents  knew  about  their 
smoking  and  drinking.  Table  20  shows  that  the  number  of  parents 
who  approve  of  their  son's  or  daughter's  smoking  is  higher  than  could 
be  predicted  for  the  drug  using  respondents.  It  also  shows  that  the  parents 
who  know  nothing  of  their  children's  smoking  were  significantly  over- 
represented among  the  won't  use  students.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  opposite  trend  occurs  for  the  case  of  parent  knowledge  of  stu- 
dent drinking.  The  drug  users  pointed  (Table  21)  that  a statistically 
significant  minority  of  their  parents  approved  of  their  drinking.  On 
the  other  hand,  a surprising  number  of  parents  actually  approved  of 
their  children's  drinking  in  the  won't  user  category.  The  significance 
of  this  difference  will  be  discussed  at  the  conclusions  of  this  chapter. 


4.  Information  and  Attitudes 


As  a source  of  information  about  drugs  the  home  environment 
was  seen  to  be  the  least  trusted  by  all  of  the  students  (T±)le  45). 
Drug  users  tended  to  distrust  the  home  to  a greater  degree  than  the 
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won't  users.  Table  46  shows  that  the  home  convinces  very  few  users 
that  marihuana  is  safe.  The  won't  user,  however,  did  cite  the  home  as 
a valuable  source  in  his  decision  that  marihuana  was  harmful. 

The  student's  attitudes  toward  the  home  environment  were  in- 
vestigated. Some  saw  the  home  as  a place  to  rebel  against  adult 
authority  and  viewed  drugs  as  a means  to  manifest  their  rebellion. 

One  student  mentioned  that: 

"Kids  go  against  the  laws  and  their  parents.  They’re  re- 
belling against  being  told  what  to  do." 


Table  37  indicates  that  such  a viewwas  held  by  a significant  number 
of  non- users.  Users  tend  to  cite  other  reasons  for  drug  use. 

Students  were  asked  how  a child  would  react  to  a parent  who 
displays  excessive  drug  habits.  While  51.2%  agreed  (Table  40)  that 
the  child  would  over-react  against  drugs,  the  distribution  of  responses 
to  this  choice  was  not  statistically  related  to  the  student's  own  drug 
use. 


^ Most  students  project  the  role  of  the  parent  as  being  cautionary 
or  punitive  with  respect  to  drug  taking.  When  asked  what  they  would 
do  if  they  were  parents  and  their  children  wanted  to  take  drugs,  81. 9% 
(table  41)  replied  "I'd  tell  him  it  might  hurt  him",  or  "Td  punish  him 
to  prevent  him  using  drugs.  " This  faction  did  not  tend  to  use  drugs 
themselves,  In  contrast  those  18. 1%  with  liberal  or  permissive  views 
of  parental  roles  were  over-represented  in  the  drug  using  category. 

Some  students  feel  that  the  communication  in  the  home  is  good.  A 
student  remarked  that: 

"Every time  my  Dad  reads  anything  about  pot  he  calls  me  over. 

Ee  is  responsible  for  me  not  taking  pot.  " 

The  majority,  however,  indicated  that  less  communication  existed  in 
their  homes  as  evidenced  by  this  quote: 

/ "I  don’t  think  adults  realize  that  we  know  more  than  they  think. 

C If  you  come  out  with  something  about  drugs  or  alcohol  or  anything 
\ at  home^  they  look  at  you.  That’s  half  the  trouble;  they  push 
\ it  away  and  say  its  dirty  so  the  kids  turn  around  and  find  out 
\__from  their  friends  or  try  it  themselves ." 
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CONCLUSIONS 


From  the  foregoing  chapter  it  has  been  apparent  that  the  most 
important  factors  associated  with  drug  use  are  those  which  can  be 
called  control  or  contact  factors.  These  factors  will,  invariably, 
indicate  toward  which  group  the  student  is  oriented.  Group  orienta- 
tion in  turn,  indicates  where  the  student's  energies  will  be  directed 
and  reveals  which  needs  the  group  is  satisfying.  In  addition,  the 
group  influences  the  individual's  normative  behavior  and  the  format- 
ion of  his  attitudes. 

In  this  study  it  was  apparent  that  there  were  two  main  group 
orientations  possible  for  the  student.  He  could  be  oriented  toward 
home  and  school  or  toward  his  peer  group.  Within  these  two  en- 
vironments, factors  of  availability  and  achievement  will  vary  in 
importance. 

In  the  home  and  school  environment,  one  of  the  important 
norms  is  achievement.  This  factor,  measured  in  terms  of  school 
performance  was  found  to  be  negatively  correlated  to  drug  use. 
Orientation  toward  the  home  or  school  environment  presupposes  a 
higher  need  for  achievement  and  thus  a smaller  likelihood  of  drug 
experimentation.  In  a study  by  Richard  Bradley  ^those  showing  the 
highest  need  for  achievement  were  first-borns.  This  fact  corroborates 
the  finding  from  this  study  that  oldest  children  are  not  associated  with 
drug  use. 

Constant  contact  with  the  home  environment  tended  to  reduce 
the  availability  of  drugs.  Availability  of  drugs  in  this  environment 
could  increase,  however,  if  siblings  were  using  drugs.  The  home  or 
school  environment  usually  instilled  in  the  student,  who  was  oriented 
toward  it,  the  attitude  that  drugs  were  socially  unacceptable  and  a sign 
of  weakness.

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\ In  the  peer  group,  on  the  other  hand,  there  was  a very  per- 

Nmissive  atmosphere  concerning  drugs.  Drug  use  was  not  only  seen 
'^as  a socially  acceptable  activity,  but  it  was  sometimes  seen  as 
'^socially  desirable.  Within  this  environment,  drugs  were  readily 
'Available  as  was  information  about  drugs.  The  student  who  was 
oriented  toward  the  peer  group  was  not  achievement  oriented. 
Achievement  was  low  on  the  student's  priorities  as  compared  with 
more  group  involved  needs. 

Within  both  groups  the  students  perceived  inconsistencies 
in  laws  and  information  concerning  drug  use.  The  type  of  inconsis- 
tencies perceived  and  the  extent  of  editing  of  information  sources  both 
depended  upon  which  group  the  student  was  oriented  towards. 

This  study  showed  that  drug  use  was  much  more  prevalent 
among  students  who  were  oriented  toward  peer  groups  than  among 
those  oriented  toward  the  home  or  school  environments.  It  was 
not  within  the  scope  of  this  study  to  explore  the  reasons  why  a 
student  would  become  oriented  toward  the  peer  group.  Future  stu- 
dies should  investigate  the  needs  which  different  groups  satisfy 
so  that  some  causal  explanation  of  student  drug  use  could  be  pre- 
sented.

APPENDIX  C 1 


PROCEDURE  FOR  FIRST  GROUP  INTERVIEW 


Eight  boys  and  eight  girls  have  been  selected  at  each  grade  level, 
since  it  is  expected  that  some  may  not  wish  to  participate.  Take  a tape 
recorder  and  some  cans  of  pop  (popular  with  students  at  that  time  of  day  - 
2 cans  per  member  of  the  group) . 

The  discussion  group  is  best  set  up  in  a small,  informal  circle. 

It  must  be  in  a room  where  other  people  are  not  coming  in  and  where  the 
people  in  the  group  will  not  be  overheard.  The  fact  that  there  may  be 
noise  in  the  building  is  not  important.  The  critical  feature  is  privacy. 
For  most  groups  sitting  around  without  a table  is  satisfactory,  although 
a table  is  sometimes  useful  if  it  is  not  too  large. 

People  are  concerned  about  the  tape  recorder  and  the  best  way  to 
handle  this  is  to  begin  by  referring  specifically  to  it  in  the  introduc- 
tion. Ask  their  permission  and  assure  them  if  there  is  a point  at  which 
they  would  like  it  turned  off,  you  will  turn  it  off. 

INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  STUDENTS 


The  following  points  seem  important  to  go  over  when  beginning  the 

group : 

1.  Thank  the  students  for  coming  and  tell  them  that  the  discussion  will 
last  approximately  two  hours.  Give  out  the  cokes  at  this  time  and 
also  set  up  the  tape  recorder.  Students  may  ask  to  help  and  this  is 
an  excellent  sign  which  you  should  encourage. 

2.  Begin  by  stating  your  own  name  and  restating  that  the  study  is  fin- 
anced by  the  Department  of  Health  of  the  Provincial  Government  and 
is  being  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Ontario  Addiction 
Research  Foundation.  Also,  that  we  are  here  today  to  talk  about 
problems  teenagers  have,  with  particular  reference  to  the  use  of 
drugs  and  alcohol. 

3.  The  tape  recorder  is  only  being  used  to  remind  you  of  what  went  on 
and  will  save  you  writing  extensive  notes.  No  other  person  outside 
the  research  team  who  analyzes  it  will  listen  to  the  tape.  Nothing 
will  be  printed  from  the  tape  which  will  identify  them  or  anybody 
they  talk  about.  Nobody  in  the  school  system  will  hear  the  tapes. 

4.  The  only  rules  for  the  discussion  are  that  we  would  prefer  that 
they  do  NOT  refer  to  people  by  name.  Our  interest  is  not  to  iden- 
tify any  person.  However,  we  are  interested  in  what  they  think 
about  these  topics.  They  will  probably  talk  about  other  people, 
but  we  would  prefer  that  they  no  be  named. 

5.  At  this  point,  ask  if  they  have  any  questions,  anything  they  wonder 
about  before  we  begin. 

6.  An  excellent  way  to  start  the  discussion  is  to  suggest  that  there 
are  many  teenage  problems  today,  for  example,  the  whole  question 
of  long  hair  and  mini  skirts,  and  stop  there. 
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DURING  THE  DISCUSSION,  THE  FOLLOWING  POINTS  SHOULD  BE  OBSERVED: 


1.  At  all  costs,  be  impartial.  Don't  say  "I  think  that  is  good" 
or  "That  is  bad".  The  best  way  is  to  follow  a non-directive 
approach  (Carl  Rogers) . Reflect  back  to  them  what  they  say 
with  phrases  like  "So,  you  don't  think  that  is  a good  thing. 

How  do  the  rest  of  you  feel?",  or  "Are  you  really  saying  that 
many  kids  are  worried  about  what  drugs  will  do  to  them  physi- 
cally?" 

2.  When  points  fo  controversy  occur  in  the  discussion,  heighten 
these  and  explore  them  thoroughly,  such  as,  somebody  thinks  it  is 
O.K.  to  take  marijuana  while  another  person  says  he  thinks  it  is 
bad  to  take  marijuana. 

3.  Try  not  to  make  personal  probes.  If  a student  refers  to  his 
brothers,  sisters,  parents  or  teachers,  don't  ask,  "And  what 
did  he  say  then?",  "What  does  he  think  of  that?"  in  such  a way 
that  would  lead  them  to  believe  that  you  are  prying  into  any 
personal  family  or  school  affairs. 

4.  During  the  discussion,  students  will  ask  if  they  can  smoke.  Un- 
less the  rules  of  the  building  forbid  this,  they  should  be  allowed 
to  smoke . 

5.  During  the  second  group  session,  it  is  important  to  go  over 
specific  questions  with  the  students.  These  notes  only  deal  with 
the  first  session,  and  during  this  session  the  conversation  should 
be  as  general  as  the  students  want  it  to  be.  You  will  find  that 
the  range  is  anywhere  from  discussion  of  teachers  in  school  to 
drugs,  sex,  and  how  much  it  costs  to  go  to  a roller  skating  rink. 

6.  One  danger  is  that  the  group  leader  interferes  and  interrupts 
the  group  process.  It  is  a good  rule  of  thumb  that  group  leaders 
should  not  talk  at  all,  but  merely  sit  and  nod  and  look  at  the 
speaker  in  an  interested  way,  unless  the  conversation  lags  for 

more  than  30  seconds.  Often  the  most  useful  information  comes  after 
a 30  second  silence.  One  thing  that  cannot  be  done  is  for  the  in- 
terviewer to  become  so  Interested  in  a topic  under  discussion  that 
he  jumps  in  and  participates  as  he  would  in  a social  discussion, 
throwing  in  his  opinions  and  reacting  in  a "normal"  way.  This  can 
be  both  harmful  to  the  process  and  damaging  to  the  report. 

The  students  are  really  using  this  time  to  find  out  how  much 
they  can  say.  The  boys  will  attempt  to  swear  in  a mild  way  to  see 
your  reaction,  and  of  course,  it  should  be  permissive.  Girls  will 
say,  "I  know  it  sounds  crazy  but  I want  to  be  an  actress."  A good 
reply  would  be,  "Nothing  sounds  crazy  here.  Anything  you  want  to 
say  is  O.K." 

These  are  important  points  to  pick  up  and  interpret  for  the  stu- 
dents to  give  them  the  feeling  for  the  type  of  permissive  atmosphere 
that  is  being  engendered  into  the  discussion. 
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QUESTIONS  TO  BE  ASKED  OF  EVERY  GROUP 


It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  group  leader  to  ask 
specific  questions  at  either  the  first  or  second  session  in  every 
group  discussion.  The  difference  between  the  two  sessions  is 
essentially  that  the  first  session  is  a free  wheeling  discussion 
where  confidence  is  built  through  acceptance  of  all  points  of 
view.  During  the  second  session,  a more  open  atmosphere  should 
exist  and  the  students  should  be  prepared  to  discuss  more  specific 
issues .
